Hungarian national. Passport No. 1519, issued Budapest AVH 27 May 1950. 

Present address: Budapest, Pannonia u 22. Profession; employee of TERIMPEX 
(Agricultural Export- Import Co. ) . Subject owned a vegetable shop until 1948,' 
which has been nationalized. Since that date he has been working for TERIMPEX. 

He had been deported by the Germans during the war as he is a Jew. He stated 
not' to belong to any party. Subject intends to contact the following firms in 
Western Germany: Richard B.erd, Hamburg, Gertrudenkirchhof, and Bohmerwald 

Bettfedernfabrik in Cham. He will sell Hungarian bedfeathers and fruit. 

Approximate date of departure: 20 June 1951. Subject has already been in 
Germany on seven occasions since 1948, always selling bedfeathers and other 
agricultural products. His last entry permit was granted on 5 March 1951. 

No additional information in KUFIRE files at that date. (MGKA 31452, .and 
MGKA 3 L 453 supply no additional information. ) MGKA 32197 states no record 
of Subject at CIC., IDEUCOM or POB. 

A trace of 3 March 1953 states that Subject is allegedly a member of the MVD. 

On 21 August 1953, the U. S. Ambassador in Budapest cabled HICOG for permission 
to issue Ferenc RET a visa to Federal Republic. KUBARK cabled to Frankfurt, 

24 August 1953, requesting that the visa be denied for operational reasons. 
Hungarian economic mission pressing for the visa as of 24 September 1953.
